ODD ICE PLANT 


Water Freeze* When Placed 
in Maguey Leave*. 


"Durango City, the (-apltut of the 
muff* of tho same MIMI In Mexico, 
which hovers on tho bonier line- of tho 
Torrid zone, provides Itself with one 
of rht* newt peculiarly manufactured 
leo supplies In tile world,” reports a 
bulletin from the W ashington head­ 
quarter* of tho National Geographic 
•octet?. 
''When the rn aguey, or century plant, 
has hnd the Hoven years of growth 
neecasofy to blooming and It* bud has 
boon topped for pulque, In most places 
It Is destroyed. 
At Durango, however, 
all the plant* are assembled In one 
place, usually In tho gardens In the 
eastern jmrt of the city, where tin* 
leaves are laid out with their cupping 
surfaces upward on the ground, which 
has been covered with struw for Hie 
nuke of cleanliness, 
Fre«zes in Maguey Leave*. 
"Into each leaf Is poured about two j 
quarts of water. 
Although the tem- 
peraturo Is not low enough to freeze 
water In the callais or when It Is 
placed In nome domestic utensi1, It 
does freeae in the maguey 
leaves, j 
The Ice Is gathered In the early mom* j 
ing find put Into the Ice houses, which 
are I milt of adobo and are about twen­ 
ty feet square, and twenty feet deep. 
The lee Is thrown In through an open­ 
ing In tho root and the silvers melt J 
together and form a solid mass. L ater» 
on It Is cut out and sold to the cheap-1 
et trade In competition with that from. 
the city’s ice factory, as long as it j 
lasts, which Is usually until about the 
middle of .Inly or the first of August 
of the year. 
“No explanation has been offered as 
to why this peculiar method Is used, 
lint scientists are surmising that It lf 
because the leaves, being shallow’, give
